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3 TOUCHDOWNS SCORED 
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Playing on a field covered with mud 
■which came over their shoetops, An- 
tioch high school foot ball team lo.st 
.the last, game Of the season to 'Liber- 
tyville high school by a 18 to score. 
. The score' does not indicate the 
closeness of the game, as Antioch 
i)attled their opponents on practically 
even* terms throughout the hour of 
play, making as many first downs as 
their opponents. .Libortyville^was. 
^eatly favored by the "breaks of 
the* game." all three of their touch- 
dowiis being of the^uneamed nature, 
Antioch received the 'ball on the kick- 
off and carried the oval to niidfield, to 
lose it on a fumble by Ames as he 
slipped and fell in mud and water 
fully six inches deep. The teams 
battled in the middle of the field dur- 
ing the'Vemainder of the first quarter. 
■ The .second quarter opened with the 
ball in Libertyville'a possession in the 
middle of the field, after being held 
for thi-ee downs, Libertyville waa 
forced to. punt. Antioch blocked the 
kick and Libertyville recovered the 
ball ami ran to the 20-yard line, when 
overtaken 'by Chinn. Antioch again 
held for three doy-Tis, when a pass 
over the goal line netted their op- 
ponents their first six points, as the 
try for goal was missed. 

Antioch again received the kickoff 
and after carrying the ball to midfield 
■were forced to punt. Three do^vns 
and LlbertyviUo returned the punt 
and again recovered the ball when 
Ames tried to make a running catch 
of the ball. This gave Libertyville 
the ball on the 22-yard line. Three 
plunges through the line failed to net 
a gain so. Libertyville again shot a 
long passtver the-goal line — ^Werts 
was playiLc^ directly where the ball 
was cojT^-^ and in' attempftinfe to 
''•i)locir'thV.fli^lljt,f<?il and Hook of 
Libertyville caught the oval and fell 
over the goal line for another touch- 
down. The try at goal was missed, 
making the score, Libertyville la, 
Antioch 0, Two minutes later the 
half ended, 

Libertyville received the ball at the 
beginning of the second half and 
after three downs punted outside on 
Antioch's own 40-yard line. Haley 
traL'd three forward passes, -aW of 
which went wide,'' on the fourth 
attempt G. Keulman caught a 20-yard 
pass and carried the ball to the 7- 
yard line before being tackled. With 
four downs to make the necessary 
aeven yards, Haley tried a plunge 
through center and fumbled, Liber- 
tyville recoving the ball. On an ofT- 
aide play which the referee failed to 
aee llaggerty of Libertyville made 
forty yards aroujid right end, a for- 
ward pass .which went out of bounds 
also received the verdict of the referee 
and gave the ball to Libertyville on 
their 8-yard line. After three unsuc- 
cessful line plunges, Hook again re- 
ceived the ball via the pass route and 
scored their third score. Goal waa 
again missed, making the score IS to 
0, shortly after the game endefJ, 
without either team being able to 
make much headway.

In regard to the dollar and a half price of milk for September, this is 
to certify that I, perhaps more than any other man, was finally responsible 
for getting Mr. Williams to agree to that price. 

In a conference at which Mr. Williams, Mr. Keene, and myself took 
part^at a hotel one evening, we discussed this question from 7 o'clock till 
12 clock. Mr. Keene and Mr. Williams were both opposed to the dollar 
and a half price. Finally after much persuasion, Mr. Keene yielded and ' 
then we both went after Williams, and it was only by again and again fo- 
cusmg hia attention on the fact that if we maintained the price of $2.30 it 
would surely mean that for every can of milk that could be sold at that 
price, another can of milk would have to go into butter, and situated as tho ' 
company then was with its plants for churning butter largely located at 
points where freight and can service mast be paid, it simply meant tiiat the 
loss on oO per cent of the milk would be so great, that it meant another 50 per 
cent spread and meant that the loyal men who stayed in the company would 
only receive .?1.15 for their milk, while the men on the outside of the company 
would have received $2.30. 

Williams finally admitted that there was no solution for this situation, 
and It IS a fact that at any time when someone else can convince him that ho 
IS wrong, he will yield. Consequently, he finally yielded and agreed that 
tlie only solution was a dollar and a half price for September, if the Market- 
ing company was to be preserved. 

In view of the above facts, it is only fair to everyone concerned and 
especially Mr. Williams, that I make this .statement, that he was the. last 
man to yield and only yielded because, it was absolutely impossible to solve 
the situation in any other way.

The affairs of the dairymen will no 
doubt take decided course this week. 
The Antioch local will hold a meeting 
tonight to take up 'the question of 
signing the petitions sent out 'by the 
Milk Producers' asking power <;o con- 
trol the making of the price of milk. 

Mr. Holt, at the Lake Villa meet- 
ing last week, stated that at present 
there were three factions working to 
secure a price for milk from the buy- 
ers and that the buyers are at sea 
as to who to accept as representa- 
tives of the dairymen. This is no 
doubt true, and it is true that the 
farmers should place their associa- 
tion affairs in the hands of one body 
or the other for if th^ show a split 
it will be an easy matter to disor- 
ganize them, and as it is the asso- 
ciation is not any too solid. 

The appeal of the heads of the 
Milk Producers to grant them the 
power to fix the price of milk is a 
drastic action on their part and will 
mean the non-functioning of the 
Mnrketihg company. Now the ques- 
tion arises whether the farmers wish 
the Markefing company to exist or 
not. 

When the Milk Producers first or- 
ganized they ran into difficulties when 
they tried to set the price of milk, and 
to overcome these diflTiculties the 
Marketing cbmpany was organized, 
giving them an organization with 
power to fix prices' on milk. This or- 
ganization was made up of farmers 
and is still today controlled . by a 
board of directors who are farmers. 

The Marketing company rode for- 
ward to success in its first few years 
of existence on the wave of pros- 
perity brought about by the war. In 
reality it was, and is commonly known 
as a "war baby" and when the reac- 
tion came this company began to have 
its difficulties as many other con- 
cerns. Prices began to drop, demand 
fell off and the return to normalcy 
brought on n greater influx of milk 
than they were unable to absorb,. and 
naturally the supply became gTe!ater 
than the demand. 

It is thought that at this time the 
management was not competent 
enough to cope with the situation and 
affairs of the Marketing company be- 
came more entangled and in order to 
keep things going the demai>d for 
larger spreads became more inces- 
sant. The pn:eatest blow came, when 
the June spread was placed a.t 50 per 
cent. This was too much for the 
farmers who were on the inside as 
the outside man was still selling his 
milk at the Marketing company 
price without paying the spread. The 
farmers who dropped out at this time 
really can not be blamed, as loyalty 
is one thing and taking one-half of 
one's money to. support the price of 
milk for a non-member is another. 

To make matters worse tho mem- 



bers of the board of directors were 
quarreling amongst themselves and 
no concerted action could be obtained. 
Two distinct factions were wurking 
against each other, one group known 
as the Holt-Rockwell crowd and the; 
other as the Williams crowd. The 
outcome of this faction fight has re- 
sulted in the withdrawal of tho 
Rockwell-Holt crowd from' the board 
of directors. 

It is now claimed by many that the 
defeated faction is now showing its 
hand by acting the part of "kids,'- 
and as one prominent farmer put it, 
"if they can't run the thing they ain't 
going to play." This faction now 
takes advantage of the low price of 
milk as a means of obtaining its 
end and the cry of "we can get you 
more money'^ brought about a flock 
of followers* of these standard bearers. 
As one farmer put it: "Does it 
not stand to reason that men like Wil- 
liamis, chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of the Marketing company, 
with 800 acres of land and COO head 
of pure bred Holsteins; Wing, another 
director of the Marketing company, 
with 1,000 acres and 200 head of 
cattle, and interested in five farms; 
Keene, secretary' of the Marketing 
company, with a large farm; A. G. 
Sto.xen, vice president of the com- 
pany, with 400 acres and'80 head of 
cattle, and other directors, are going 
to fight for their own interest, and the 
interest of the entire dairy men? 

What is going to become of the 
Marketing company if the project of 
the present incumbents of the officors 
of the Milk Producers association 
have their way ? The Marketing com- 
pany will be a lost issue and the 
money contributed to its support by 
farmers lost forever- These farmers 
who have contributed loyally to tho 
cause of the daiiymcn are entitled to 
consideration. 

But we come back to the question of 
the Holt-Rockwell proposition. What 
arc the farmers going to do? Smash 
a going business institution by put- 
ting their products into other hands 
and possibly have another three or 
four years of organizing difficulties or 
aro they going to get behind the old 
company and build it up? 

Confidence in the Marketing ' com- 
pany' has been lost we know, hut 
should the lack, of confidence be 
placed- on the company? It should 
not:. It should be placed on the man- 
agement of the company. Who were 
these managers of the company?— Mr. 
Holt and Mr, Rock^vell were some of 
them. Can the farmers then with any 
degree of. common sense droj) tho 
company and maintain the managers? 
Would any torporation drop the. 
selling end of their, business because 
the sales of the business had not been

In fact, on the 
first of December, which was the day 
prior to the closing notice, ahout a 
dozen farmers started deliverini; 
their milk at the plant. More were 
coming on the mormng ^ the notice 
was posted, ft«t were advised to con- 
tinuo Belling their milk where they 

could. 

After being closed for. many 
months; the Nestle people opened the 
Grayslake plant on the first of April, 
this year. They set about to buy 
milk. They paid above the going 
' price to get a supply, sufficient to 
warrant the operation of the plant 
Men were in the field day and night 
and bent every effort to increase the 
amount. At the time of the an- 
nouncement the plant Iiad 204 patrons 
and was taking in 45,000 pounds pen 
day. This is an average of about 
225 pounds per man. This is^the 
same average attained by 280 ^patrons 
when the plant was closed down in 
the spring of 1920, which indicates 

that the supply of milk i^i"<=^X«? 
instead of decreasing. The differ- 
ence of price of that time and now is 
lust §1 even. ■ ... 

With the daily volume of miiK 
handled by the local Nestle's plant 
falling from 125,000 .pounds at the 
time of the beginning of its dispute 
v,-ith the farmers to approximately 
20.000 pounds at present, it is be- 
lieved that the decision to close was 
forced by lack of business.

' The Producers' advisory committee^ 
selected lit the different Milk Prq- 
Viftcrs' meetings at Elgin and Diindee 
to co-operate with the Milk Marketing 
Co. executive board, has been serving 
for about three months. 

It began work with instructions 
from the milk producers to "see to it 
that the Milk Marketing Co.'continues 
to function and give proper and maxi- 
mum service to the milk producers." 
Further, the committee was instruct- 
ed to try to bring about certain 
changes in the methods and policies 
of the Marketing Co. 

The executive board and the board 
of directors of the Marketing Co. 
.icccpted these various suggestions and 
prtjmised, to put into force these new 
methods and policies suggested by the 
milk producers at tlieir mass meeting, 
just as soon as possible. The execu- 
tive committee of the Marketing Co. 
; thus put itself in a position to co- 
operate with the milk producers. 

Changes for the good of thd milk 
producers and the Marketing Co., well 
known to the milk producers, in the 
mtithods of conducting the Marketing 
Co., have been -brought about. While 
these adjustments were in progress, 
certain things were happening in the 
Jield: 

i. Some Itaders have devoted much 
lime, ability and energy to create dis-

A continuous south wind in moat lo- 
? 'calities will in a few days cause rain, 
because being warm, dense, and charg- 
ed wth moisture, it is rarefied nnd 
cooled by the atmosphere of more 
northern or elevated sections, and 
thus its capability of sustaining 
moisture is lessened. On the other 
hand, a continuous north wind dispels 
all rain 'signs for the time being-. 
Flaky clouds, or low-running ones, 
from any direction but the noi-th, de- 
note rain or snow. Salmon, Icadin or 
silvery colored clouds Jcnoto falling 
weather, bright red, clear. AVhen the 
sunset is followed by bright lances or 
streaks of light of various hues radiat- 
ing from the point where the sun dis- 
appeared, continuing across the heav- 
ens and converging to a common point 
in the opposite horizon, there exists 
a storm cloud in line with the sun, 
though it may be .so distant as to be 
for a while entirely hidden from view 
by the rotundity of the earth. If the 
rays of light are evenly divided north 
and south of the line between the 
observer and the radiating point, and 
continues so until they have faded 
out, the cloud is approaching. When 
"heat lightning". is visible there is a 
storm cloud in the same direction, 
though it may not be seen nor thunder 
be heard. When the lightning is con- 
tinuous, and very brilliant the storm 
is a violent one, though the tract of 
the destructive element may be from 
10,0 to 2O0 miles away.

^ The most efTectlvo weapon of the 
Masai and Andorobo Is the arrow 
which they poison with, :ho Accan- 
thera schlmperl.^n email tree, accord- 
ing to a National Gcogrophic society 
bulletin. They boll the leaves and 
branches until the mixture becomes 
thick and pUch-IIke In appearance, and 
place It on sheets of burk which Uiey 
hide high on the branches of trees 
away from children until It Is needed. 
When an nnhnal la shot with un arrow 
dipped In the poison It dies almost Im- 
mediately. The natives cut out the 
flesh around the wound as soon as pos- 
sible and throw It away.

WASHINGTON. — A big United 
States army— potential and not 
actual— Is what the war experts 
are striving for. Two lessons of the 
Worid war, learned at heavy cost, are 
sharply emphasized In a War depart- 
ment bulletin giving the first, offlclal 
picture of the new national defense 
structure projected In the reorganized 
army of the United States. 

One lesson comes direct from the 
battlefields of France. It Is that cfll- 
dent staflC work Is vital to modem 
military operations, and with It goes 
tlie contention tliat staff ifunctlons 
cannot be learned over night. 

The other comes from the wartime' 
din and confusion of the centralized 
training camps at home. It Is that 
efilolent mobilization of the nation's 
fighting strength can be carried out 
only as a decentralized ' process 



through agencies set up In times of 
peace, 

Heallzatlon that those lessons must 
be worked into the neiv military policy. 
If perilous delay and costly confusion 
which preceded past mobilizations 
were to be avoldecf. has marked the 
effort of the War department. The 
bulletin shows It has attempted to 
write regulations under tlie revised 
national defense act that would fur- 
nish a clean-cut scheme for war 
mobilization without violating national 
traditions against militarism or creat- 
ing machinery that would Impose 
heavy burdcas In peace times upon 
the taxpayers. 

The project undertaken probably Is 
the most far-reaching military efTort' 
the nation has ever attempted In peace 
times. 

The foundation work hns been done. 
All over the country decentralized 
machinery Is being set up capable. Its 
designers believe, of getting the na- 
tion on a war footing with little delay 
nnd confusion. The most Important 
links in the new defense chain are the 
regular army, the Natlonol Guard and 
the Ofllcers' Reserve corps. 

Col. John Palmer, assigned to aid 
congress In framing the legislation, 
has devoted liln^self to a study of the 
subject His work now Is to go to 
all parts of the new army and ex- 
plain Uie workings of the new plan.

Republican members of the senate 
committee already have gone so far 
as to approve definitely the American 
valuation plan, a substitute provision 
liaving been framed In place of the 
section of the house bill covering this 
subject. The substitute plan also has 
been concurred In by Kepubllcnn 
niomhers of the ways and means com- 
mittee, so that as the, situation now 
stands the Itepubllcan -majority In 
both committees are so far commit- 
ted to the principle that there seems 
no likelihood of Its nbnnilonment at 
any Inter stage In Uie proceeding.
